election requirement, if a species is elected in one tier that 
does not then pertain to the next tier then no further 
selection is required. 



applicant has elected Species C in the first tier and has 
listed only claim 12 as being readable on the elected species. 
In such an event, no further selection is necessary in the 
subsequent tiers since only claim 12 is readable on elected 
Species C of the first tier.
